This makes available for road pur­ 
poses the sum of $15,210,000. Counties 
in which levies were defeated are 
Adams, Auglaize, Brown, Fulton, Har­ 
din, Huron, l^ogan, Madison and Mor­ 
row. 
Ten counties which defeated 
local road levies last year voted for 
them this year. 
They are as follows:

Olympia, Wash.—In one respect the 
destruction wrought by forest fires in 
1924 is worse than the murky summer 
of 1922, when the tutuis*.ape was ob­ 
scured weeks at a time by a pall of | 
smoke. The regrettable feature of this 
season’s record is the increased nuiu 
ber of fires caused by the careless dis­ 
posal of lighted cigars and cigarettes. 
To date this year the state supervisor 
of forestry has recorded 730 fires. 
A 
total 
of 
102,003 
acres 
have 
been 
burned over. 
Nearly one-third of this 
area lies in a single county. 
Careless smokers caused 105 fires 
this season, against 73 last year. This 
year 86 fires had their beginnings in 
camps, while last season campers and 
tourists were held responsible for 98. 
Lightning started 32 forest fires this 
summer, while last year only one fire 
was attributed to that cause. 
The state was better protected this 
summer and hundreds of fires were 
cheeked before serious damage re­ 
sulted. 
Next year a better super­ 
vision is planned. 
The present season has

markable for its low humidity record. 
Easterly winds have dried the forest 
floors 
into 
favorable 
combustibles. 
The number of tourists, campers, fish­

letter said, "the substance of your 
words that ‘hum anity has more rea­ 
son for unity than for discord.’

Snow, Mile Thick, Capped 
Mountains, Burying Europe 
and American Continent. 


New 
York.— W arning 
that 
lib bers 
perils In the A tlantic will be g rea te r 
next y ear w as brought from the Arctic 
regions by Capt, Donald R. MacMillan 
on bls return from 14 m onths of study 
of glaciers and other phenomena of the 
N orthland. 
C aptain MacMillan m ade 
extensive observations of the progress 
of gigantic glaciers, which 
Eskim os 
declared had been moving southw ard 
for the first tim e in their unw ritten 
history. 
C aptain 
MacMillan 
did not 
m ake 
public his scientific* records, and these 
a re aw aited with great Interest by the 
officers of the U nited 
States Coast 
guard in W ashington and by scientists 
who are seeking fu rth e r inform ation 
of th e glacial age, when New York 
w as covered w ith ice, and d ata proving 
th e ir contention that there Is no im­ 
m ediate danger of C anada and the 
n o rth ern p a rt of the United States 
again being buried under ice a mile : 
deep. 
T he coast guard Is interested In the 
new s of the advance of the glaciers 
because it m aintains an Ice patrol in 
th e North A tlantic ship lane to pre­ 
vent an o th er T itan ic disaster. 
Tile 
gigantic liner was speeding to New 
York when it struck an iceberg that 
tore a hole through the ship’s steel 
plates. 
T his fate confronts every ves­ 
sel that a tte m p ts the trip through the 
fog off the N ew foundland shore where 
th e L ab rad o r cu rrent brings down the 
huge bergs. 


Ice Flows to the Sea. 
T he glaciers seen by C aptain Mac­ 
M illan and his hardy explorers a re not 
Imm ovable cakes of Ice. 
They are 
gigantic stream s of ice. moving slow er 
th a n w ater, but relentlessly tow ard 
th e sea. 
On high m ountains and in 
p o la r regions at low levels more snow 
falls than can be melted, and it ac­ 
c u m u la tes from 
year to year. 
T he 
snow bank slowly changes by thaw ing, 
freezing and pressure into solid ice 
w hich drains awny down the slope, as 
w a te r does. 
T hough C aptain MacMillan did not 
explain why the A rette glaciers are 
advancing, scientists here believe their 
greater progress to the sea Is due to 
in creased snow fall, which la feeding 
the Ice rivers. 
T h e northern glaciers 
a r e often m ore than I.(MV) f»»et thick. 
W hen they reach the sea, the Ice edge 
b re a k s off In large chunks, or Icebergs, 
w hich 
drift 
about 
until 
they 
melt. 
Som e icebergs never leave th e n o rth ­ 
ern w aters, hut m any are carried south 
by tile L a b ra d o r current until they 
come In contact with w aters w arm ed 
by th e n o rth w a rd moving G ulf stream . 
H e re they are in the ship lane, a con­ 
sta n t m enace to navigation. 


Ice Age W as Long Ago.

Corn Silage Hints 
Made by Experts 


Prepare When the Moisture 
Content is 65 per Cent. 


(Prepared by the United States Department 
of A g r i c u l t u r e . ) 
Corn silage is best prepared when 
the corn is cut at a stage containing 
about 65 or 70 per cent moisture, say 
specialists of the United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture. 
This may 
be told when the lower leaves on the 
stalk 
are 
turning brown, 
about OO 
per cent of the kernels are dented* and 
75 per cent are so hardened that no 
moisture can he squeezed out. 
The length to which the silage Is 
cut should be from one-half to one 
inch. 
Silage cut tills short will pad? 
better and the silo will hold its maxi­ 
mum tonnage. 
Also the chances for 
the silage to spoil are considerably re­ 
duced. 
In filling the silo packing Is essen­ 
tial. 
The common practice is to keep 
the sides slightly higher than 
the 
center and to tramp the whole surface 
thoroughly, 
If the silage Is too dry to pack well, 
water should be added. 
This is l ei! 
done by directing a hose In the blower. 
Well-pTToked and moistened silage is 
less likely to mold. 
When the silo is filled the silage 
Should be covered to prevent spoilage. 
A layer of cut corn or sorghum stalks 
from which the ears or grain 
Im, * 
been removed does this effectively.

Made to Yield Profits 
Idle land like Idle labor is a detri 
»nent to qny county. 
Taxes must bo 
paid on all land. 
Why not grow a 
crop of timber on 
worn-out. sandy, 
broken, or wet lands not needed for 
agriculture? 
This pertinent question 
for farmers is answered by W. it. Mat­ 
toon, 
extension 
forester* 
with 
tim 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture, who reminds us that there are 
several million 
acres of such land 
which should be producing timber be­ 
cause it is the most profitable crop 
that can he grown on such lands. 
Timberland 
that 
has 
been 
cut 
heavily and burned over usually has 
so few seed-bearing trees that It does 
not get well set in young growth. 
Ail 
sorts of “weed trees* come in, like 
sweet 
gums, 
sassafras, 
persimmon, 
and others, often preventing the more 
valuable trees from coming in. 
Tines are easily propagated, and de­ 
nuded lands can be made to grow a 
full crop of pine with a little effort. 
Experiments show that slash pine seed 
can he successfully sown on wet lands, 
such as savannah or crawfish lands. 
( About tv o pounds of seed pt*r aero 
should 
be used.

Such injury is liable to occur i 
at any time after November I. on- j 
though most of it is usually inflicted 
in midwinter or very early In spring I 
under cover of heavy snow and when I 
the more favored food supply is run- I 
ning low, according to the biological J 
survey of the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. 
Menace Made Greater. 
That 
serious 
injury 
to 
orchard 
frees by mice occurs only at irregu­ 
lar intervals makes the menace the 
greater, for it usually catches the 
•rchardist unprepared and wholly un­ 
aware of the damage being done until 
the melting snow in spring uncovers 
girdled trunks, or the wilting trees in 
midsummer betray tlie hidden work of 
the mice on the roots. 
Preventive measures cost little In 
comparison with the protection afford­ 
ed. and although frequently a girdled 
tree may be saved by timely bridge 
grafting, an ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure. Many progres­ 
sive fruit growers realize this truth 
and each fall and several times dur­ 
ing the winter examine their orchards 
carefully for mouse signs.
